3. L12-389 - Evangeline Parish Police Jury, Road and Drainage Sales Tax District No. 1 - 2% 

sales tax, 15 years, beginning October 1, 2013, (1) acquiring equipment; (2) constructing, improving, 

maintaining and resurfacing public roads and bridges, including incidental drainage; (3) improving, 

maintaining, and operating drainage facilities; and (4) funding into bonds. 

 

4. L12-414 - Lafourche Parish Council - (1) Amendment to Article III, Section 3, Paragraph C of the 

Home Rule Charter as it pertains to residency requirements for the Parish Administrator and enacting 

certain other provisions; (2) Amendment to add Section 3 to Article X of the Home Rule Charter to 

provide transitional language to be effective if Charter Amendment Proposition No. 1 is approved. 

 

5. L12-412 - Madison Parish Police Jury - 1 mill tax, 10 years, 2013-2022, providing, operating, 

maintaining and supporting a public transportation service for residents, including acquisition of 

vehicles and equipment to provide such service. 

 

6. L12-407 - Orleans Parish, City of New Orleans, New Orleans Regional Business Park - 20 mills 

tax, 20 years, 2013-2032, benefit of the New Orleans Regional Business Park. 

 

7. L12-333 - Orleans Parish, Southeast Louisiana Flood Protection Authority-East, Orleans 

Levee District - 6.07 mills tax, 30 years, 2016-2045, original and extended authorizations 

rededicated as follows (1) 5.46 mills tax for constructing and maintaining levees, levee drainage, 

flood protection, hurricane flood protection and for all other purposes incidental thereto, including 

debt service payments and (2) 0.61 mills tax for operation and maintenance of those non-revenue 

producing assets not directly related to drainage, flood control or water resources development 

pertaining to tidewater flooding, hurricane control or saltwater intrusion, currently including but not 

limited to Lakeshore Drive. 

 

8. L12-410 - Ouachita Parish Police Jury, Road Lighting District No.1 - 5 mills tax, 10 years, 2013-

2022, providing, maintaining and operating electric lights on the streets, roads, highways alleys and 

public places. 

 

9. L12-409 - St. Bernard Parish, Communications District - Amend emergency telephone service 

charge for 911 services to a fixed rate, to be levied in perpetuity as follows: (1) $1 per month for 

each residential line, (2) $2.07 per month for each commercial line, (3) $1.26 per month for each 

cellular or other wireless telecommunications service, for improving, maintaining and operating an 

enhanced 911 emergency telephone system and any other authorized purposes. 

 

10. L12-417 -  St. Helena Parish School Board, Parishwide School District - (1) 16.4 mills tax, 10 

years, 2014-2023, payment of salaries and benefits of certified and non-certified employees of the 

School Board; (2) Not exceeding $8,000,000 General Obligation Bonds, not exceeding 7%, not 

exceeding 40 years, (a) acquiring and/or improving lands for building sites, including construction of 

necessary sidewalks and streets, (b) purchasing, erecting and/or improving school buildings and 

other school related facilities, and (c) acquiring necessary equipment and furnishings. 
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11. L12-425 - St. Landry Parish, Town of Arnaudville - 7 mills tax, 10 years, 2012-2021, 

constructing, acquiring, improving, maintaining and operating the waterworks system, sewer system 

and natural gas transmission and distribution system. 

 

12. L12-431 - West Feliciana Parish Police Jury - Adoption of a Home Rule Charter plan of 

government.
